Most present at Tuesday night's 
joint meeting between the Wil- 
mington Board of Selectmen and 
representatives of the Homeowner- 
ship Opportunity Program (HOP) 
and the Massachusetts Housing 
Partnership program agreed it was 
informative and paved the way for 
future sessions between both 
Parties. 

The issue under discussion was 
affordable housing and how the two 
State programs help communities 
meet housing goals for low to 
moderate income families and first 
time homebuyers. 

Owen Cardwell, Regional Direc- 
tor of the MHP program, and Tom 
Gleason, Director of the HOP 
program, both came with the same 
message:it is in the town's best 
interest to negotiate with 
developers who propose affordable 
housing projects. 

"We want concessions to be made 
all around,"said Gleason during the 
two and a half hour meeting, 
adding Tater that a comprehensive 
permit is*a good tool which can 
work both to a developer's or a 
town's advantage. 

Gleason promised Wilmington 
the state "will listen to what you 
have to say and we will listen 
strongly” if Wilmington recognizes 
the need for and is working toward 
"a balanced housing growth" and "a 
diverse housing 1 1arket.” 

Cardwell, who encouraged Wil- 
mington to beconfe one of the 110 
MHP communities in Massachu- 
setts, said thoggh his agency 
couldn't stop developers from 
making proposals under Chapter 
774, it could provide technical 
assistance and plug the town into 
funds. Under the Municipal Ad- 
vance Program, he explained, an 
MHP community could be provided 
$20,000 per project to help answer 
questions about a specific project, 
to do pre-construction studies, and 
to determine if a development is 
reasonable. 

Gleason explained the intricacies 
of the HOP program, saying it was 
aimed at people earning between 
$20,000 and $40,000 a year. Under 
HOP, Gleason said, 40 percent of 
the units are expected to be 
affordable if a state comprehensive 
permit is involved. A town could 
negotiate this down to 25 percent. 
By law, these units must remain 
affordable for 40 years. And, 
added Gleason, the largest develop- 
ment to come under HOP was one 
for 225 units. 

"We realize the need to meet the 


ten percent (housing) goal,” 
‘Selectman Jim Stewart assured the 
visitors. In some candid remarks, 
he also explained Wilmington's 


Affordable Housing Task Force, 
which he heads, is striving to 
develop primarily single family 
dwellings which it feels is more in 
keeping with the wishes of 
Wilmington residents, 

Former selectman Rocco 
DePasquale said one approach 
would be to have the town develop 


many homes all at once on scattered 
sites using a bond and state funds, 
While Gleason called DePasquale's 
proposal “an interesting concept" 
and a viable plan which could prove 
Wilmington is acting in good faith, 
he questioned whether it was legal 
to use town bonds for that purpose, 
DePasquale asked the town 
manager to get a legal opinion from 
town counsel and bond counsel 
Ropes and Gray. 

DePasquale told both men town 
officials feel it's "vital" to monitor 
the density on the remaining land in 
town. He asked why the current 
density couldn't be maintained if 
Wilmington addresses the ten 
percent housing goal all at once. 

Cardwell and Gleason both 
agreed a good case could be built if 
the town ties density in with such 
issues as adequate water and 
sewerage and conservation. But, 
said Gleason, "it's a little bit of a 
crapshoot,”adding,"a community is 
vulnerable to a 774 project until it 
reaches ten percent.” 

Stewart, in one instance, pointed 
out Chapter 774 creates fear in 
many citizens as these are "very 
scary words.” He asked if 
Wilmington would have to accept a 
project that's not acceptable. 
Cardwell replied that the only time 
the state “rides roughshod” over a 
community is when it's not acting 
"in good faith." 

Both Cardwell and Gleason 

Wilmington seemed sincere 


“in its effort to develop affordable 


homes. They said they would 
welcome any “creative” approach 
to such housing.However, they 
continued to point out that 
developers and property owners 
had certain legal rights under 
Chapter 774, 

"There is virtually nothing we 
can do to change the law the way it 
now stands,” said Gleason.

WHA pulls 
out of 
mobility 
program

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority voted unanimously 
Monday to withdraw from the 
mobility part of the federal 
government's Section Eight 
program. Under the program, 
those in need of low rent housing 
can be issued a certificate and be 
housed in another town if 
Wilmington can't provide for them 
and vice versa, 

Executive Director Lillian 
Buckley told her board she 
recommended dropping out of the 
program because Burlington is 
trying to force "a mobility" on 
Wilmington which she considers is 
not in the best interest of the town. 

According to Buckley, a family is 
being forced to leave their present 
housing situation in Burlington 
because of some serious problems 
and the chairman of that town's 
housing authority insists that 
Wilmington accept the family. 
Buckley stated that originally HUD 
said she didn't have to accept the 
family under current regulations, 
The chairman of the Burlington 
authority threatened her if she 
turned down the mobility and 
contacted HUD himself, she added. 

WHA members backed Buckley 
and suggested she take any "threats" 
to an attorney. They also voted to 
withdraw from the program.

When Vallett attempted to 
pull out for a second approach he 
lost control of the craft. Vallett said 
that he accidentally shut off the gas 
pitcock just before crashing and 
was unable to restart the engine in 
time. 

Initially police received reports 
of a car accident but alerted rescue 
workers and fire fighters about the 


crash. Police administered first aid 
before Vallett was treated at St. 
John's Hospital for cracked 
vertebrae and a cut chin. He was 
wearing his seatbelt at the time of 
the crash. 

The crash is currently under 
investigation by the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 

When asked if he plans to fly 
again Vallett said, "You betcha!” 


Error opens door for Tighe appeal

Due to a communication problem 
between the Wilmington Conser- 
vation Commission and the 
consulting firm I.E.P., developer 
Jay Tighe now has a chance to 
appeal a decision on his Cranberry 
Estates to DEQE. 

According to Conservation 
Administrator Libby Sabounjian, 
Tighe has 10 days from last 
Wednesday's commission meeting 
to appeal to the state for an Order 
of Conditions on a parcel of land 
off Shawsheen Avenue. Tighe's 
application to fill 49,568 square 
feet of bordering land subject to 
flooding and to provide compen- 
storage for three single 
homes was denied by 
commission members following the 
communications snafu. 


At a prior meeting, Joan 
Sadowski made a motion to 
continue the hearing because of 
four concerns she had on Tighe's 
application. These included an 
alleged adverse impact on water 
quality and the town's wellfield and 
a possible increase in flooding. 

LE.P. was asked to review the 
concerns, make an on-site visit to 
the property if possible, and get 
back to the board with a 
recommendation, Last week 
Sadowski rejected the report as 
incomplete because I.E.P. only 
addressed the flooding issue. 

Commission Chairman Chester 
Bruce made a motion for denial 
saying he had no other choice. 

*What we've got is the answer to 
one question ... we're sitting high 
and dry,” he said, adding, "How can 


we judge something if we don't 
have the answers?” 

Member Don Ugolini was angry. 
Ugolini, who voted against Sadow- 
ski's original motion to continue, 
said he felt it was unfair to make the 
developer responsible for the 
board's action. 

Resident George James was also 
upset. "He (Tighe) has an avenue of 
approach to circumvent the whole 
thing,” he said as Bruce admitted, 
"we have probably lost control of 
this." 

If Tighe appeals to DEQE, that 
agency has up to 70 days to issue a 
decision. The Conservation Com- 
mission could appeal that decision. 
According to Sabounjian, there are 
no guarantees as to the outcome.

excitement comes about once a year when groups of 
protestors converge on Wilmington, causing traffic snarls 
and other inconveniences. It was not too long ago that a 
great deal of controversy centered around Wilmington 
denying a permit to a group which wished to convene one 
such protest. This resulted in a suit against the town, and 
the protest was held without incident. Similar protests 
however, have resulted in property damage at the Avco 
facility. 

And the end result of the probe by Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Richard Sterns, who brought Avco to task, is yet 
another strike-out for this local company. Avco, which 
works on the MX Missile project, recently announced a 
number of employee layoffs; which is ironic considering 
the previous strength of high tech industry in 
Massachusetts. The company has offered a "golden 
handshake" to some 200 employees, offering a bonus for 
leaving the company. For many senior employees, it was 
an opportunity for an early retirement. Others, however, 
find themselves without jobs with still a few years before 
they become eligible for social security. 

So the pending 4.6 million dollar fine is about the last 
thing the Wilmington defense contractor needs right about 
now. But all in all, it is a lenient punishment for their 
admitted negligence. 


Dear Larz: 

Who are the "low income?" 
Where do they come from? Why do 
they keep bothering us? 

‘A person is described as "low 
income” when his or her total 
income for a year is below the 
minimum set by the government. 
These minimums establish 
eligibility for benefits, especially 
housing, and they are not generous. 

Where do they come from? 
Perhaps your street? I know they 
come from my neighborhood, and 
with a little’bit of bad luck could 
come from many homes in 
Wilmington. If your's is the 
average, with the wife at home 
taking care of three or four young 
children, husband with a 25 to 30G 
job, you may feel secure - but are 
you? If hubby sickens and dies of a 
non-job-related sickness, there goes 
the income, the medical insurance, 
and the security, and the wife will 
have to support the children and 
pay for their medical care. 
Children can and do get sick - 
Murphy's Law guarantees it, and if 
‘one is seriously ill, may God help 
her - she'll need it! 

T'm not selling insurance - don't 
say it couldn't happen to you, or 
someone close to you. Then add in 
all the single parent families, 
struggling to bring up children, and 
add many of our own children 
who'd like to live in their old home 
town, which doesn't have a place 
for them unless their job is good 
and income sure. 

Who do they keep bothering us? 

First because they're here - didn't 
Christ say, “The poor you will 
always have with you?" Next, 
because we have tried so hard to 
ignore them and shut them out. I 
think a lot of us envision them as an 
alien horde trying to invade us, and 
bigotry and prejudice have been 
prominent factors in every vote on 
low income housing in the last 10 
years. We are so blind we can't see 
Our own poor, and we have not 
done very much for them. If our 
conscience is not bothering us over 
what we have not done in the past, 
we have no conscience! 

The drums are being beaten for 
the repeal of Chapter 774--put 
pressure on the Duke - he's running 
for president! It would be funny if 
it wasn't so sad. He's under a 
microscope now, and must weigh 
the pros and cons of every action he 
now takes: There are many votes at 
stake now besides those of the 
outspoken opponents of low income 
housing - and the housing crisis is 
not getting better in the town, the 
state, or the nation. 

Senior housing is low income 
housing, but is not looked upon 
with the same prejudice as low 
income housing for families. It has 
sickened me at past town meetings 
to see and hear allegedly reputable 
town officials, politicians and 
would-be leaders stand on the town 
meeting floor and say “I'm for 
senior housing BUT” and then vote 
against senior housing because they 
didnt’ want any low income 
housing built here by HUD. 

Rocco's proposal, if moved on 
quickly may save us from breaking 
out with 774 projects all over town, 
but we have really asked for it with 
vote after vote recorded at town 
meetings. It's sad too, the apathy of 
the low income residents them- 
selves made it possible - most don't 
g0 to town meetings; and many 
voted for those who acted against 
them. 

The Reagan administration, by 
reason of budget cuts in 
housing, training, and a broad 
spectrum of programs for the 
disadvantaged has been described as 
“mean spirited.” I'm afraid that's 
becoming my impression of how 
Wilmington is getting to be, and

"Delay is preferable to error"

Tewksbury selectmen recently failed to appoint the town's first- 
ever town manager. Some residents of Tewksbury are howling about 
the failure to appoint a town manager, and a scathing editorial in the 
local daily newspaper took the selectmen to task for their reticent 
behavior, but perhaps the issue deserves a bit more study. 

First of all, and most important, are the three candidates offered up 
for the position, The town manager screening committee presented 
three candidates to the selectmen, as required by the charter, but was 
any one of them really the best choice? 

The three were Westwood executive secretary Mark Lanza, 
Tisbury executive secretary William Boerth and Middlesex County 
administrator Paul Blazar. All three were interviewed by the 
selectmen on June 9, and all were dumped two nights later when the 
board could not get four of its five members to agree. 

/--Feonteragner Paul Blazar, who was staunchly supported in his bid 

{ by Sekt Fs Sullivan and Charles Coppola, admitted that a 
"special coynsel" handled most of the collective bargaining for the 

* county, arfd that he acted mostly as a middle man, Blazar said he 
would probably try to retain a special counsel for union bargaining if 
he took over the Tewksbury post. 

But Chairman of the Board of Selectmen Bill Hallisey, who said he 
places high value on union negotiating experience, accurately pointed 
out Later that Blazar has no experience in dealing with police, fire or 
DPW departments. 

Candidate Bill Boerth, from the Martha's Vineyard community of 
Tisbury, told the selectmen he was in the process of negotiating a 
union contract with the town's police force, which is made up of ten 
regulars and 12 summer patrol positions. Tisbury has a fire 
department with 34 "on-call" employees, he said, and Boerth noted he 
will soon begin negotiating with Tisbury's recently-unionized 
employees. 

Tewksbury, on the other hand, has 44 full-time police positions and 
45 reservists, with three new recently gained full-time officers. The 
town also has a 45-member fire department, with three new 
laddermen coming on line in July, Add to that the 41 DPW employees 
listed in the latest town report, and the hundreds of other Tewksbury 
employees covered by unions, and the task of collective bargaining 
becomes of utmost importance. Boerth's experience could be 
considered weak compared to Tewksbury. 

Mark Lanza, who Selectman Jay Kelley said was the "only qualified 
candidate," said he has engaged in “countless” negotiating sessions, 
but failed to garner the required four votes from the board. 
Selectman Coppola disagreed with Kelley over Lanza's qualifications, 
saying he called the town of Westwood "ten times” to ask about 
Lanza, and that no one there would make any recommendations about 
him. Sullivan and Coppola refused to change their support from 
Blazar to Lanza, as suggested by Kelley, and there the matter ended in 
yet another deadlock. 

Throughout the interviews and subsequent voting, Selectman 
Charles Coldwell remained neutral. He said Blazar was his first 
choice and Lanza his second, but he then nominated Boerth for the 
job. Coldwell's motion to appoint Boerth died for lack of a second. 

Selectmen Kelley and Hallisey have been accused in some quarters 
of being obstructionary regarding Tewksbury's first town manager. 
Perhaps they are -- and perhaps not. 

Running a town the size of Tewksbury will be an enormous task for 
the future town manager. Not only are there budgets to draw and 
negotiations to-conduct, but whoever enters the office for the first 
time will also have the thankless job of setting the duties of the job. 

Icebreaking ships in the Arctic have prows made of iron, and the 
pew town manager had better have a nose made of the same stuff: The 
first town manager will need to be firm about taking control of 
cherished tasks which have long been held by various officials, while 
maintaining enough diplomacy to prevent a mass walkout by town 
employees. Power struggles can be expected in town hall once the 
new town manager arrives. 

If the selectmen seem finicky about picking someone to fill the 
position, perhaps they are wise in doing so. Finding the right person 
to handle the various tasks will not be easy. As Chairman Hallisey 
aptly stated during during the town manager interviews, "We've been 
functioning this way for 350 years, so we won't need him tomorrow." 

Or perhaps, as Thomas Jefferson wrote in 1792 in a letter to George 


Washington, "Delay is preferable to error.”

Walter Sowyrda is a man in love 
with his work. Whiie his full time 
job as a deputy chief of the 
Wilmington Fire Department 
demands much of his time, it's his 
role as head of the Wilmington 
Emergency Management Agency 
(WEMA) that Walter seems to 
relish. 

Back in the 1950's, "when every- 
one was running around with white 
helmets and armbands,” the agency 
was more commonly known as 
Civil Defense. With a revamping of 
government agencies during the 
Carter Administration, it even- 
tually evolved into emergency 
management. 

The primary job of this litte 
known agency is to assist in any 
way it can during natural or 
man-made disasters. For example, 
during Hurricane Gloria's visit, 
Wilmington police lost radio 
contact and Walter's crew offered 
their own equipment to police and 
arranged for a portable generator 
to be set up on Hillside Way. In 
another instance, when there was an 
accident at Olin Chemical, the 
agency opened a shelter at the 
Woburn Street School and helped 
install radios at strategic facilities. 

It's these kinds of things that 
Walter speaks of with pride during 
our lengthy interview and extensive 
tour of everything from generators 
and ham radios in his office to the 
NYNEX tower by the Colonial 
Mall. 

He took over the agency in May 
1983 at a time when the whole 
department was in a state of limbo 
and interest had waned. With his 
son Kevin, he salvaged paperwork 
stored in the high school basement 
and completely cleaned out the 
area. Then they began meeting with 
the 19 other communities that make 
up area I-D on a regular basis. 

With most of the former 
members disbanded, Walter began 
his drive to pull together the 
cohesive group that makes up 
WEMA today. Topping his list of 
‘must have’ personnel was Mort 
Grant, a retired army officer who 
brought other ham operators into 
the agency with him, and Doug 
Chisholm, Communications Coor- 
dinator. 

Today, the agency is made up of 
approximately 30 members, mostly 
retired electrical engineers who are 
"pure genius." There are 16 
licensed ham radio operators who 
make up the radio team and who, 
individually, own more equipment 
than the town. There is the dive 
team made up of two dedicated men 
- Bill Gable and Robert LaRivee. 


Michelle Cormier

Michelle Cormier, a 1987 gradu- 
ate of Wilmington High School, has 
been accepted to Hesser College in 
Manchester, N.H. 

When Michelle begins her studies 
at Hesser College in September, she 
will be pursuing an associate 
degree in fashion merchandising. 

Michelle is the daughter of Joseph 
and Nancy Cormier of Park Street,

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There is the two member rescue 
team made up of Mark DePasquale 
and Steve LaRivee; Deputy 
Coordinator Bernard Nally; Public 
Relations Director Kevin Sowyrda; 
and others who assist in shelter 
Openings. The members meet on 
the first Monday of the month to go 
through a drill roll call and make 
sure all radios and other equipment 
are in top shape. 

In 1984, Walter met with the 
town manager to initiate a three 
year plan to invest $22,000 in radio 
communications equipment for the 
agency. Today, if you walk through 
Walter's organized office located in 
the basement of the old town hall, 
you may be overwhelmed, not only 
by the amount of equipment on 
hand, but by its capabilities as well. 

"We have alot of capability and 
it's impressive,” he tells you, 
adding that his agency is back up 
for the police, fire, and highway 
departments and can put 14 radios 
in the field within a two hour given 
period. These radios range from a 
six meter rig used to chatter back 
and forth to Framingham for 
Protocol purposes to a ham radio 
with back up batteries to talk 
worldwide. 

There is also a generator which is 
the power back up for the town hall 
building which runs "like a 
whisper;" a repeater in a control 
box at the base of the NYNEX 
tower which is the heart of WEMA; 
and Walter's truck, fully equipped 
with the latest in radio equipment 
which can gain access into the 
telephone system. 

"We'll match our equipment 
against any of the 85 communities 
in Area One. It's not that we're 
bragging; it's like watching your 
children grow,"Walter says with a 
smile. 

Though the array of equipment is 
impressive, there are other things 
the agency needs. Like cots for 
shelter use and poly bags which, 
unlike burlap, will not rot. After 
being criticized during a recent 
storm for not having sandbags, 
Walter placed an order for 1,000 
poly bags which will come out of 
next year's budget. 

Though he's grateful to the town 
manager for his present location, 
Walter would like to have bigger 
quarters with more storage space so 
WEMA will not remain “pot- 
bound.” He would also like to 
expand several of his teams in the 
future. 

If any word can be used to 
describe WEMA at present, the 
word is “professional.” 

"We've tied hard to give this 
agency a very professional look,” 
says Walter as he offers for 
inspection orange helmets with blue 
emblems, official t-shirts and 
stationery, and I.D. cards which

allow members easier access on 
highways during an emergency. 
Walter goes on to explain that 
they have saved the taxpayers 
"thousands of dollars" by 
assembling modules themselves and 
through his penchant -for 
“scrounging.” For example, when 
Walter heard the Sweetheart 
Plastics fire brigade was getting rid 
of its self-contained Scott Air- 
Packs, the agency bought four for 
$100 and Sweetheart donated four 
more, . 
“Somewhere in the first year a 
teal love developed and I realized 
the job's potential, “Walter 
explains. He says he usually puts in 
a four hour day either at home or in 
the office "to better establish the 
functions of the agency” and keep 
up on communications. For all his 
work and keeping the agency on the 
alert, Walter earns $1500 a year or 
approximately a dollar an hour. 
“The salary has remained the 
same for years, but I assure you the 
efficiency of the agency has 


increased tenfold,” Walter says 
emphatically. 

On the personal side, Walter 
graduated from Middlesex Com- 
munity College with an Associate's 
Degree in Fire Science and has 
intentions of pursuing a Bachelor's 
Degree at Salem State. 

He and wife Jane, who also is 
involved in WEMA, married in 


Lock in a 
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October, 1962, and moved to Wil- 
mington a year later. In 1986, the 
Sowyrdas, which includes son 
Kevin, 23, and daughter Dawn, 20, 
moved from their home on Davis 
Road to Mike Weinberg's old place 
on Burlington Avenue, Walter 
expresses fatherly pride in the 
accomplishments of both his 
children who have made places for 
themselves in society.

Water in area has 
a lot of iron

Way back in 1917 or thereabouts 
a man named Guilford Palmer 
bought a lot of land at the end of 
Williams Avenue in Wilmington. 
Guilford was a plumber, and he 
planned to build a house for himself 
and his recent bride, Lauretta 
Palmer. 

‘All went well until he tried to put 
in a pump. No matter where he 
tried, he was unable to drive the 
pipe more than about three fect into 
the ground, 

In desperation he went to see 
Peter Neilson, a stone mason who 
lived nearby on Glen Road. He told 
Peter there were rocks, all under 
the soil and he just could not 
understand it at all. 

It wasn't rocks, he was told. It 
was iron ore. Wilmington, and all 
the other towns in eastern 
Massachusetts have large beds of 
iron ore. If Guilford Palmer 
wanted to put in a pipe to get water, 
he would first have to clear off the 
sand, down to the iron ore, and then 
drill a hole through. Possibly he 
could do it with a pickaxe. 

That's what Guilford did. 
Eventually there was a pump, on 
the back porch, Guilford and 
Lauretta raised a nice family, and 
one of the girls in that family is 
today the town clerk of 
Wilmington, 

Pat Ward may or may not know 
of the adventures her father had 
getting water. There are many in 
Wilmington who have problems 
about water--they say it is rust in 
the water. Not only in Wilmington, 
but in Tewksbury and North 
Reading, in Topsfield and Saugus. 
Everywhere there is ircn rust, 
ready to turn the color of town 
water and to vex the housewife who 
wants to run the family laundry. 

Some weeks ago a delegation of 
residents from Beech Street, 
Wilmington, paid a visit to the 
Wilmington Water Commissioners, 
There was rust in the water being 
served to the residents of that 
street. 

The visit did not go exactly well. 
One person had a sample of the 
water, which he had drawn from 
the hydrant at the end of the street. 

‘The exhibit of that sample drew a 
chorus of protests from Chairman 
George Allan and member Arthur 
Smith. 

No one, absolutely no one, is 
allowed to open a hydrant in 
Massachusetts except members of 
the municipal water department 
and members of a city or town fire 
department. Both men cited chapter 
and verse. 

‘The water department knew there 
was rust. There is rust everywhere, 
The Beech Street water six-inch 
main had been cleared, some time 
back. After a while the group left, 
still unhappy. 

James Jarvis came back, not once 
but several times. Jim was able to 

wear a smile on his face and he was 
able to talk pleasantly with the 
commissioners. 
Last Thursday a letter was

received from the Massachusetts 
Water Authority, attesting to rust 
in the water in the Beech Street 
main. It was as expected by the 
commissioners. 

“Wilmington is a little Mesabi 
Iron Mine" said Smith--Mesabi 
being a mountain range in the 
Minnesota-Michigan area which 
has been supplying iron ore to the 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, smelters 
for nearly a century. "Anywhere 
you go there is iron ore.” 

Wilmington has nine miles of two 
inch water pipes, Jarvis was told. 
All have problems. "Last year we 
replaced 8700 feet, in Hathaway 
Acres.” 

“But we can't get money right 
now, to replace more pipes. The 
state Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) told 
us to build a new treatment plant in 
North Wilmington.” George Allan 
told Jarvis. 

Superintendent Paul Duggan 
reported on his progress in getting 
rust from the pipes of the Salem 
Street well and the Chestnut Street 
well. 

Originally the water department 
was getting 700 gallons per minute 
from the Salem Street well. It had 
dropped down to 200 gallons a 
minute, Now the town is getting 
400 hundred--"and that is all." 

On the Chestnut Street well--it 
had dropped to 200 gallons a 
minute. Now it is 400. The town is 
now getting 600,000 gallons a day 
from the two wells. 

That's not up to the former level. 
It is still necessary to purchase 
water from the Town of Burling- 


ton,

new treatment plant is in, in 1988, 
the town will be getting 100 percent 
clean water. 

Smith took a moment to explain 
how the varying pressures, going 
back and forth, stir up the rust in 
the water mains. When the water 
pressure doesn't change, as it does 
now, that rust will not be so bad, he 
said. 

Allan spoke of something called 
“poly pigs” which can be used to 
clean out water mains. They seem 
to move because of the water 
pressure behind them, but it is a 
‘system that doesn't always work. 

With Jarvis still listening, the two 
men explained about the new water 
mains in Ballardvale Street. Those 
water mains had been installed by 
the developers, using plans of 
which the Water Department 
engineers had a 

“The commercial customers of 
Wilmington are not riding on the 
residential customers” Jarvis was 
told. 

As part of the installation, a new 
12 inch water main, 2200 feet long, 
was installed up to a hill in North 
Wilmington where, someday there 
will be a water tower. The 
developers paid for the labor. The 
town paid for the 12 inch pipe, 
cement lined cast iron pipe. 

The water department took in 
$50,000, in "new service” fees last 
year. Developers who want to have 
water have to pay for the service 
they are getting. 

The commissioners also told 
Jarvis of the costs of developing the 
sewer systems. The town, every 
year, is paying for the sewer 
service, and will be until there are 
more customers. 

Wilmington now has 
approximately 15 percent of the 
town now with sewers. Of that 15 
percent, approximately five 
percent use the sewers. To make it 
clear, the commissioners said 
again, that five percent of the 15 
percent are now using sewers in 
Wilmington. 

But, the commissioners said, as 
the various homes find they have 
problems with their domestic sewer 
system, the owners will find it 
easier and cheaper to hook up to the 
municipal system. 

‘On Cunningham Street, which is 
now sewered, there are about 50 
homes that are new "sewered.” 
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Nursing home proposal 
before appeals board 


An appeal hearing before the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
about a proposed nursing home and 
long term facility, between 
Westdale Avenue and Lowell 
Street, on Tuesday evening in the 
Wilmington Town Hall, was well 
prsented. But, it seems, there may 
be a major problem. A neighbor 
told the appeal board of April 
flooding near the area. 

"Treetops of Wilmington” is the 
proposed name for the facility. It is 
being planned on 675,800 square 
feet of land. It is to be a two story 
building of good size, with a 
maximum height of 35 feet. The 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health has identified the 
need of a nursing home in the 


Wilmington area, the appeal board 
was told. 

Attorney John Callan led a group 
of a half dozen persons, adminis- 
trators, architects, engineers, etc. 
as they presented their arguments. 

Planned is a 142 bed facility. 
There will be special services to 
allow Wilmington residents to 
provide a caring environment for 
“live-in” seniors, while the 
residents are working, or on 
vacation. The site was chosen, the 
board was told, because the 
proponents believe in having such a 
facility in a residential, not a 
business area. 

There will be a 40-foot setback, 
from West and other streets. 


Concom delays 
nursing home decision

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission elected to continue a 
hearing on the application of 
Northgate Healthcare Service 
Corp. of Waltham to fill 4,400 
square feet of wetlands and work 
within 100 feet of a buffer zone. 

‘The corporation plans to build a 
142 bed nursing home on West 
Street on an approximate 14 acre 
site near the Ski Haus. Commission 
members asked for the continuation 
to obtain more facts, meet with the 
planning board, and make an 
on-site visit to the property in 
question. 

Engineer Warren Terrell 
explained the proposal. He said his 
client has received a Determination 
of Need from the Department of 
Public Health and has already 
completed perc tests. Terrell said 
there will be on-site sewerage 
disposal and one access road with 
“an emergency access for fire

Proponents of the nursing home 
plan to meet with the board of 
appeals this week for a special 
permit and with the planning board 
in approximately two weeks, 
Terrell said at last Wednesday's 
commission meeting.He added that 
a final septic system plan has to be 
submitted to the Wilmington Board 
of Health, 

Conservation Administrator 
Libby Sabounjian was concerned 
that the expansion area might be too 
close to the replication area and she 
suggested putting in a bridge to 
avoid two wetland crossings. 
Terrell said this would be too costly 
and a bridge or boxed culvert 
wouldn't mitigate runoff. 

Commission members asked that 
the site be reflagged and the 
botanist be present when board 
members make their on-site visit.

Dennis S. Sargent is the president 
of the Northgate Healthcare 
Services, with an office on Dolores 
Avenue in Waltham. 

In answer to a question from 
Chairman Bruce MacDonald, the 
appeals board was told the costs, on 
anon-medical basis, would be $72 a 
day. MacDonald also asked 
questions about the use of 
Wilmington sewers. He was assured 
by the engineer in the group that 
the nearest sewer was too far away, 
and further that the engineer had 
been told the sewer was already 
being used to capacity. 

Frank Ouellette, 6 Westdale Ave., 
had comments about water 
problems in the area proposed to be 
used, He told of April floods. 

The natural waterway, across the 
field, Ouellette said, used to flow to 
the right. About 15 years ago, he 
told the board, John Elia, owner, 
had dug a ditch three feet deep and 
four feet wide across the property. 
But that ditch does not connect, by 
30 feet, with any flow that goes to 
the Ipswich River. 

Ouellette told the hearing that the 
consequence is an April Flood. As 
he spoke his hand waved over 
portions of West Street, near what 
woiuld be the front of the proposed 


facility. 
He also told of work by the late 
Jimmy White, former 


superintendent of streets of 
Wilmington. White, he said, had 


put a pipeline under Lowell Street 
which adds to the water in the area. 

He spoke of the culvert under the 
railroad, which was built, he said, 
in 1879. That culvert, he said, was 
adequate at that time, but is not 
now. 

“We have a pocket here,” he said, 
motioning toward the site and West 
Street, “and you ain't going to stop 
Mother Nature!" "I know, I'm in 
construction. I have had the floor in 
my house ripped up by water 
pressure. I have had a problem here 
for the past 15 years!" 

Ouellette was invited, by 

Callan, to meet on the site 
in about a week, with the 
conservation commission. Ouellette 
replied that. "I definitely want to 
work with you!" 

Wilson Belbin, now about 80 
summers, was another person who 
spoke. He is not opposed to the 
proposal, he said, but some other 
people should be considered, 

“It won't affect me, but I am here 
to talk about the town, and to 
protect the town in any way I can." 

The appeals board will consider 
the proposals, before making a 
decision, The hearing ended at 10 
p.m.

Study on water contamination 


The Special Legislative 
Commission on Water Supply has 
initiated a study on the 
contamination of private wells in 
Massachusetts. The commission, 
co-chaired by Senator Carol C. 
Amick (D-Bedford) and Rep. 
Jonathan L, Healy (R-Charlemont), 
has undertaken this project in 
response to the growing concern 
about water quality in the 
Commonwealth. Approximately 
seven percent of Massachusetts 


private, on-site wells, yet there is 
no comprehensive data base 
documenting the quality of water 
consumed by these citizens. 

In 1986, the commission 
completed a similar study of 
contamination in municipal water 
supplies. 

"This project is the logical next 
step in our ongoing efforts to assess 
the adequacy of the water supplies 
in the Commonwealth,"explained 
Healy. “Although private water 
supply matters are under the

jurisdiction of local boards of 
health, the state has the 
responsibility to support local 
capabilities to ensure sound 
management and safe, potable 
water supplies,” he added. 

“By exploring the extent and 
nature of private well 
contamination, we can evaluate 
state policies and determine their 
relevance to the problem," 
remarked Amick. "We will also be 
analyzing the relationships between 
public and private water supplies 
which share aquifers in order to 
ascertain whether they are equally 
vulnerable to the same types of 
contamination,"said Amick. 

Private well owners who have 
had contamination episodes or 
other problems with wells are 
encouraged to contact their local 
board of health so that their 
problems can be included in the 
commission's study. Information 
will be kept confidential on request.

A team to remember

It was a season long to be 
remembered in the annals of 
Wilmington High School spor 

The 1987 boys’ tennis team, a 
group of seven exceptional varsity 
athletes, supported by a loyal squad 
of junior apprentices, not only 
volieyed their way into the Eastern 
Mass. Division Il (MIAA) 
‘Tournament this past May, but also 
posted stunning tourney victories 
over thre favored opponents to 
qualify for the semifinal round of 
the competition. 

Running short of miracles in their 
final contest with a top-seeded 
powerhouse from Marblehead does 
not diminish the accomplishment of 
this small Wilmington team with a 
big heart. 

Few WHS clubs in the town's 
modern history have advanced so 
far along the road to state 
championship status in any sport or 
have done so under such difficult 
conditions as the regularly assigned 
role of underdog can create. 

"Most teams practice hard, and 
we're no exception,” commented 
coach Mike Tammaro, a teacher at 
the North Intermediate School, 
“but our success this season was 
built largely on character and 
determination. Around the league

Oooh, those little monsters ... 
‘Makes you wonder if they were left 
behind to keep Pharoah honest. 

My favorite time for fishing is 
that magical’Golden Hour, near 
sunset, when the sky turns to gold 
and the water becomes as smooth as 
glass. But the magical time is short- 
lived, for the whining little beasties 
are already on their way over. 

For reasons unknown, the little 
vampires are sensitive to heat. 
‘When the sun is blazing down in 
midday, the little monsters (thank- 
fully) limit their range to the shade 
of the deep forest. Only mad dogs 
and Englishmen go out in the noon- 
day sun, but at least they know the 
mosquitoes won't follow them. 

But when the sun crosses the 
horizon and the day begins to cool, 
watch out! The little bloodsuckers 
come out like squadrons of Messer- 
schmidts in the Blitz of London. 

‘The temperature-sensitive nature 
of mosquitoes was brought home to 

me in a rather unusual place at a 
rather historic time. I spent the July 
4, 1976 Bicentennial on a camping 
trip in the Colorado Rockies, some- 
where above 10,000 feet elevation. 
We were camped in aptly-named 
“Mosquito Gulch," above Fairplay, 
Colorado, and the skeeters were 
unbelievable, 

While the rest of the country 
sweltered as they cheered the Tall 
Ships through New York harbor, 
we were keeping the beer cold in 
snowbanks (Yes, real July 4 snow- 
banks) and slapping at clouds of 
skeeters. 

‘The Rocky Mountain mosquitoes, 
however, only came out twice a 
day. For one hour in the morning 
and again at sunset, the air came 
alive. During "mosquito hour,” as 
we called it, visibility dropped 
below one mile. No kidding! We 
must have been the only warm meal 
they had each year, for they made 
up for lost time with a vengence. 

jads, they were brutal! 

‘The only retreat we found was to 
climb into our sleeping bags and 
pull the bags shut over our heads. 
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It made for a miserable half-hour 
while the skeeters ruled the air, but 
the energy lost by sweating was half 
what we would have lost by itching 
for the next four days. 

And therein lies my pat answer to 
mosquitos on a local scale. When- 
ever I saddle up for fishing, my 
clothes are picked very carefully. 
Normal dress is two pair of socks, 
to keep the ankles safe, followed by 
jeans and a heavy denim jacket. 
Make sure the jeans are a few sizes 
too big because mosquito fangs are 
built to bite through fur, and a tight 
pair of jeans is about the same. 

As for wearing a denim jacket in 
the dead of summer, do it. No 
matter how hot it gets during the 
day, my "mosquito armor” is never 
far from reach near sunset. 


Combined with a good repellent, 
skeeter armor works. The armor 
covers your bigger parts, leaving 
only a few small areas to spray, 
such as wrists, hands and neck. 

When buying bug spray, though, 
always ALWAYS read the label. 
The only effective ingyedient in 
mosquito repellent is tn-diethyl- 
meta-something, better known as 
“DEET." Read the label to make 
sure that what you're buying has 
the highest possible percentage of 
that active ingredient. Some sprays 
contain only about 25 percent 
DEET, while others range up to 75 
percent. Which would you prefer 
to use? 


Better still are the squeeze bottle 
lotions, which can contain up to 90 
percent plus of DEET. In applying 
repellent to your face, liquids are 
much better than sprays, by the 
way. Bug spray in your eyes hurts 
like hell, and tastes even worse. Put 
a few drops of liquid in your hands 
and smear it onto your face. If all 
you have is spray, they shpritz 
‘some in your hand and smear it on. 

Lately I've been experimenting 
with fresh garlic smeared on the 
skin to keep skeeters off. It kinda 
works, but I honestly prefer the 
smell of bug spray. 

And if you still can't stand the 
miserable flying leeches, stick to 
ice fishing — the bugs are all asleep.

The Smithsonian Institution's 
National Museum of American 
History is joining in the 
celebration of Superman's 
upcoming 50th birthday with a

The supereminent character 
of his genre left generations of 
children breathless with his 
adventures, not only in comic 
books, but in a newspaper 
comic strip, a long-running 
radio serial, animated cartoons, 
movie serials, a novel, a 
television series, children’s 
books, a Broadway play and a 
string of films. 

The idea of a hero endowed 
with powers and abilities far 
beyond those of mortal men was 
not new in the early 1930s. But 
applying that concept to a 
comic- book character was. 
Superman was the brainchild of 
two teen-agers from Cleveland, 
Jerry Siegel and Joe Shuster, 
who did free-lance work for the 
company that later became DC 
Comics. 

The Superman character 
instantly gained wide 
popularity and, in 1939, he 
became the first costumed hero 
to have his own regular comic 
book title. The stories revolved 
around three fantasy themes: 
the visitor from another planet, 
the superhuman being and the 
dual identity. 
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Superman easly moved from 
comic books into other media, 
especially radio and animated 
cartoons. If anything, his 
amazing feats seemed even 
more fantastic accompanied by 
sound effects or the sight of the 
Man of Steel actually outrun- 
ning bullets. 

The radio drama, which 
began airing in 1940, helped 
define the character of 
Superman, according to Jenette 
Kahn, president and publisher 
of DC Comics. “The kryptonite 
angle was introduced on the 
radio show, kryptonite being a 
potentially deadly fragment of 
Superman's home planet,” 
Kahn explains. ‘Since Super- 
man was invincible, the writers 
needed to come up with 
something that would allow the 
actor possessing the voice of 
Superman to go on vacation. 

“They dreamed up a plot 
where Superman’ would be 
exposed to kryptonite, causing 
him to fall ill. The result was 
anonymous off-stage moaning 
for two weeks as the show 
continued without its hero. The 
kryptonite concept was then 
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50th birthday. 


Picked up and expanded in the 
comic books.”" 

Cub reporter and sidekick 
Jimmy Olsen was a major 
character on the radio show 
before he appeared in the 
comics. But, the idea of Clark 
Kent changing into Superman in 
a phone booth originated with 
the writers of the mid-1950s TV 
shows. The series was a pioucer 
in its own right.

Lyndon B. Johnson was 
considered the most down-to- 


earth president we’ve ever had. 
He was so far down-to-earth 
that he frequently made others 
around him in the White House 
feel uncomfortable. One of the 
best examples of this was 
illustrated in Doris Kearns’ 


biography of LBJ, entitled 
“Lyndon Johnson and the 
Dream.” Johnson 


told Kearns a story about the 
time he became fed up wi 
interrupting conversations 
simply because he has to make 
visits to what he described as 
“The Imperial Flush.”” Johnson 
began inviting staff members 
into the bathroom with him, in 
order to continue important 
conversations. On one occasion, 
Johnson related how a member 
of his staff became so em- 
barrassed by the situation that 
he stood as far away from him 
as possible, with his back and 
face turned away. Johnson 
noted how irritated he became 
by this, and instructed the staff 
member to come closer. He did 
80, Johnson explained to 
Kearns, by backing up slowly, 
never once turning his body and 
face around. Johnson concluded 
the anecdote by stating that he 
wondered how this man had 
ever gotten so far in life. 

In her biography of LBJ, 
Doris Kearns reveals that 


Outdoor fire safety rules 


As relaxation and recreation 
shift outdoors, barbecuers are 
being urged to exercise outdoor 
fire safety rules that could save 
hundreds of lives this season. 

The Dictograph Security 
Information Bureau warns that 
outdoor fires pose hazards too 
often ignored by the average 
barbecuer. 

The bureau, located in 
Florham Park, N.J., recom- 
mends that gas grills should be 
allowed proper ventilation and 
never be lighted in garages or 
sheds because burning charcoal 

roduces toxic gases that can be 
thal in excessive doses. 

‘The bureau also suggests that 


only charcoal lighting fluid be 
used when lighting a charcoal 
grill. Never add additional fluid 
once the coals are burning 
because the heat can ignite the 
fluid which can follow the spray 
to the can, causing it to explode 
in hand. 

These additional tips are also 
offered: 

* Select a location that keeps 
the grill away from walls and 
avoid placement beneath 
overhanging tree branches or 
lawn umbrellas. 

*Read instructions carefully 
before lighting gas and electric 
grills. Do not turn on the gas 
source before striking a match. 
Gas could build up and cause an 
explosion. 

“Be sure parts of the gas and 
electrical lines are not near 
heat. Wires could melt or burn, 
presenting a major fire hazard 
or gas leak. 

*Keep children and pets away 
from grills. Children 
unknowingly might touch hot 
surfaces; a dog or cat could 
knock over a grill and suffer 
severe burns. 

*Use long-handiled utensils to 
remain at a safe distance from 
flames. 

*Never leave food unattended 
on a grill. 

Remember to turn off the 
gas, snuff out the fire or unplug 
the grill after cooking. Allow 
coals to cool, then drench them 
with water and smother with 
dirt and sand. 

*Store gas tanks in a cool, dry 
place. 


Johnson was an extremely 
generous man who loved to give 
away gifts. Johnson didn’t just 
give away with no purpose 
in mind. He deliberately gave 
away gifts which would con- 
stantly remind the recipient of 
him. Johnson's most famous 
gift was a toothbrush. He loved 
to give out toothbrushes, 
because, he told Kearns, he 
knew people would think of him 
first thing in the morning and 
last thing in the evening. 
Kearns was an intern at the 
White House in 1968, and she 
received a total of 12 tooth- 
brushes from the president 
during her stay at the White 
House. She jokingly noted that 
the president must have wanted 
her to remember him for a long, 
long time. 

Johnson was also known for 
his bizarre sense of humor. In 
James Deakin’s article, “The 
Dark Side of L.B.J.,” which 
appeared in Esquire magazine 
in 1967, we learn just how off- 
beat the president was at times. 
On one occasion, Deakin writes, 
the president phoned his press 
secretary and gave him a royal 
balling out, using every dirty 
word in the book. His press 
secretary, George Reedy, was 
staying with the president at his 
Texas ranch at the time. As 
soon as the president hung up 
the phone he left the ranch, 
climbed into a brand new 
station wagon, and drove it to 
the guest house, where Reedy 
was staying. As he approached 
the guest house, Johnson began 
to lean on the horn. When Reedy 
appeared outside the president 
climbed out of the station wagon 
and handed the keys over to 
Reedy. The new car was a gift, 
but Johnson wasn't satisfied 
with simply giving the car to 
Reedy. He had to make sure 
Reedy was feeling pretty down 
when he did so, since his 
philosophy on gift-giving was to 
never hand out a gift when a 
person was feeling happy.

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In his eulogy Nixon said, ‘This

ticular medium graphically, 
Superman’s appearance has 
undergone little variation over 
the years. ‘‘Superman’s 
costume has been reined, and 
his physique has become more 


has become more stylized. He’s 
always had that blue-black hair 
and his costume has always 
been drawn with bold, pure 
colors, giving him a very 
strong, patriotic look.”” 

Dozens of artists have worked 
on the Superman comics, Kahn 
adds. “In the early days, the 
character was drawn with a 
blocky look. Now, the trend is to 
define every muscle. It’s the 
difference between Charles 
Atlas and Arnold Sch- 
wartzenegger — exaggerated to 

rf proportions.”” 

“Since soaring to stardom in 
1938, Superman has become 
firmly entrenched in American 
folklore. ‘‘The Superman 
comics were a welcome 
diversion to America’s 
Depression-era kids,” says Carl 
Scheele, curator of the Division 
of Community Life at the 
National Museum of American 
History. ‘And he quickly 
became identified as the 
champion of the oppressed and 
downtrodden. 

“At that time, there were two 
kinds of lawlessness for the fll- 
American superhero to deal 
with — the homegrown variety 
in the form of gangsters and 
organized crime and the 
emergence of the Axis leaders 
on the international scene.” 
These were formidable foes 
indeed for Superman, who of- 
fered the hope that truth, justice 
and the American way would 
always prevail. 

In the comics, Superman 
spent the first half of the 1940s 
defending those values and 
battling such villians as the 
Nazis and the Japanese. 
“Superman's character has 
consistently reflected the 
times,” Smithsonian historian 
Ellen Roney Hughes observes,

“and during World War II, his 
image was warriorlike.”” 

The postwar decade saw 
Superman dispatching bad guys 
with names like Atom Man. In 
the early ‘60s, Superman 
focused on an idealized 
America, meeting President 
Kennedy and visiting the United 
Nations. During the '70s, he 
touched upon social issues, such 
as environmental pollution, 
women's liberation and drug 


abuse. 

Scheele thinks that there is 
nothing out of the ordinary 
about organizing an exhibition 
around a comic-book character. 
“The museum is interested in 
the history of everyday life in 
America. In order to un- 
derstand American society, one 
must look at all representative 
aspects. And, Superman is 
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certainly a-unique slice ot 
Americana. 

“Literary characters play ai. 
important role in our society 
They take on a certain reality. 
Superman's images and ad- 
ventures become ‘real’ in 
many peoples’ minds — as real 
as their knowledge of the major 
battles of the Civil War, for 
instance."’ 

The Smithsonian exhibition 
focuses on the myth of Super- 
man and his changing roles 
regarding such cultural and 
technological upheavals as 
crime, political corruption and 
war. It features public service 
posters, buttons, comic and 
coloring books; radio, TV and 
movie scripts; bubblegum 
cards, and from the Superman 
film series, a cape and a pair of 
mild-mannered Clark Kent's 
glasses ( used to disguise 
Superman's true identity) 

Most of the exhibit’s artifacts 
have been donated by DC 
Comics, and some are on loan 
from private collections but, 
generally, Hughes says, 
Superman paraphernalia is 
hard to come by. “We've 
acquired some valuable objects 
concerning the Superman 
character, but not all of them — 
say, scripts, for 8xample — may 
be considered visually exciting. 
Few tangible objects from the 
old TV serial can be found 
There is an interesting photo of 
the TV character in Superman 
regalia. However, many items 
were routinely discarded or 
altered and reused on other 
shows. 

“The same fate often befalls 
costumes and props in films,” 
Hughes laments. ‘Naturally, 
everyone involved in making a 
movie hopes that film will 
become a classic. But 
everything can't be saved for 
posterity. For every pair of 
Dorothy's ruby slippers, there 
are thousands of artifacts that 
are simply lost.”’ 

Artifacts of the legendary do- 
gooder were never 
superabundant in the first 
place. Shortly after Superman 
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was rocketed to Earth from the 
doomed planet Krypton, World 
War II erupted, producing 
shortages of materials for non- 
essential items, meaning few 
wartime Superman collectibles. 

It is also rare to find early, 
prewar editions of those 
Superman comics. They, along 
with other comic books of the 
era, were printed on cheap, 
acidic paper that all but 
disintegrates with age. And 
many simply did not make «, 
through the war years. It seems 
Superman and many of his 
comic peers of the ’30s and ’40s 
made their most heroic con- 
tributions to the war effort in 
paper drives. 

Actor Christopher Reeve, an 
expert of sorts on Superman, 
predicts the character will 
continue to appeal to future 
generations. ‘‘Superman 
represents basic values ad- 
mired by society,” the star of 
four Superman movies says. 
“And, despite his superhuman 
powers, he’s not a show-off. He 
displays a real decency of 
character and a kind of 
romantic optimism toward 
others as he s about his 
business of foiling criminals 
and their evil deeds."”

Q. Almost every year, the 
Massachusetts House and 
Senate pass different state 
budgets and they did so again 
for Fiscal Year 1988. What 
happens when they do that? 

A. When each branch passes a 
different budget, a Conference 
Committee of Senators and 
Representatives is appointed to 
recommend a compromise 
budget which is then submitted 
to each branch for its approval. 
After a budget is passed in both 
branches, it is sent to the 
governor to be signed or vetoed. 

Q. What is the Constitutional 
Convention that the 
Massachusetts legislature has 
scheduled for June 10, 1987? Can 
the public attend? 

A. The House and Senate sit in 
joint session, commonly called 
a Constitutional Convention, to 
consider initiative amendments 
and legislative amendments to 
the Massachusetts constitution 
If two successfully elected 
legislatures approve such 
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amendments, they then go on 
the ballot for voter approval. All 
sessions of the legislature are 
open to the public. 

Q. What are the amendments 
they will be considering this 
year? 

A. There are approximately 
twenty on this year's calendar. 
Some of them deal with state 
aid to private schools, limiting 
the length of the legislative 
session, elimination of the state 
census, provisions for the recall 
of elected officials, the right to 
bear arms and voting rights. 
These are all receiving con- 
sideration for the first time, so 
they will have to be considered 
again by the next elected 
legislature.

‘Arnold Schwarzenegger 


NEW YORK — It’s his am- 
bition, not his muscles. Sure, 
those bulging biceps may be 
what you first notice, but after 

‘- spending some time with Arnold 
Sehwarzenegger, you realize 
you have just spent time not 
with the most titled body- 
builder in the world, but with an 
Austrian’ tribute to American 
capitalism. 


Sure, now he may be rolling in 
dough, and he may have 
married into the Kennedy clan, 
America’s version of royalty, 
but 40 years ago he was born 
into a life that didn’t include 
refrigeration and indoor 

Jumbing, let alone television. 
ft was through body-building 
that Schwarzenegger escaped 
from stifling village life, but it’s 
through the movies he has 
stayed on top. 


Deeply tanned, his closely 
cropped hair lightened by the 
sun, Schwarzenegger was 
recently in Gotham to push his 
latest celluloid vehicle, 
“Predator.” This time around 
he's the leader of an elite 
military rescue unit who finds 
out that the enemy he’s fighting 
in a Latin American jungle is 


not of this mortal coil, but an 
alien with a nasty demeanor 
and a Rastafarian hairdo. This 
fall, he will have another film 
out, a futurist chiller called 
“The Running Man.” 

Filming “Predator” meant 
moving into a Mexican jungle in 
the still, heavy heat of summer, 
yet Schwarzenegger said it was 
not the most difficult film he’s 
made. ‘Not strenuous, but the 
discomfort of the weather and 
also getting married (to Maria 
Shriver) in the middle of the 
film, and trying to go on a 


honeymoon and trick your wife 
into honeymooning in the 
middle of the jungle in Mexico. 
All those together made 
it kind of difficult, because I am 
pretty much a tunnel visioned 
person. I do one thing at a time, 
and I set myself on it like an 
automatic pilot situation and 
just go for it.” 


Then one time Mr. Olympia 
said the tunnel vision comes 
from the many years he spent 
as an athlete. “You have to, if 
you compete. You got to be able 


to lock everything out and go for 
this one thing, which is the 
competition. Because every 
little thing can interfere with 
your concentration and also 
with your final goal. So, you 
train yourself, not really con- 
sciously, it just happens sub- 
consciously. All of a sudden you 
see things happening, you push 
things aside and then the last 
month or two before com- 
Petition, that’s it.

Also, from sports, you get a lot 
of sustaining power, because 
you have to sometimes just 
hang on and try it again and try 
it again.

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What is so rare as a road named June? 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


The month of April has given 
its name to fools and love. 

March is well-known for high 
winds and a peculiar madness 
of hares. 

October has a revolution 
named for it — and September 
an 18th-century mob of Parisian 
low-life. 

And June — James Russell 
Lowell's fairest, rarest of 
months ~ has its own bug, bush 
and berry. 

But what about local by-ways 
named for months of the year? 

Just about everyone knows, of 
course, what the poet said about 
June — even if we sometimes 
forget which poet: 

“What is so rare as a day in 
June? 

Then, if ever, come perfect 
days.” 

James Russell Lowell left as 
perhaps his most famous piece 
of verse the question of June's 
relative scarcity of days. 

But significantly rarer still 
than days in June are local 
streets named for months of the 
year. There are only three 
candidates, in fact, and in the 
end there may be only one real 
contender, 

Whoever the area’s road- 
naming powers may have been, 
through almost four centuries 
they have certainly done their 
best in representing through 
street names New England's 
two seasons of bud and blossom. 

Every locality in the region - 
perhaps even in the nation —has 
some kind of roadway named 
for spring or summer, including 
street, avenue, court, lane -— 
even an extension. A survey of 
just 10 local communities, in 
fact, yields a total of 22 streets 
named for the two seasons. 

Yet individual months get 
considerably shorter shrift. 

three months - an 
unlikely trio of March, June and 
October - appear to have their 
names on street signs. 

March is known for the 
treachery of its weather and the 
danger of its ides. Perhaps 
that’s why the town of 
Wakefield alone saw fit toname 
a street for it - and a short one 
at that. 

June is, of course, the hey-day 
season for brides, fruit 
blossoms and beaming high 
school graduates — and nearly 
everyone’s favorite month. But 
only Stoneham has thought to 
name a street - also short — in 
its honor. 

There are plenty of local 
Junipers - Avenue, Circle, 
Street and Road, in Wakefield, 
Reading, North Reading, 
Burlington and Tewksbury ~ 
but only one June Road. 

Other things are named for 
June; officially, they are a bug, 
a bush, Kentucky blue-grass 
and a berry 

Of course some may try to 
call the June bug the May beetle 
— but May should really stick to 
its own. It has, after all, its own 
apple, fly, flower and distress 


call — and plenty of local 
roadways named for its 
derivatives. 

Among these, some com- 
bination of the state blossom, 
the Mayflower, is the heavy 
Odds-on favorite: Winchester 
and Woburn both have 
Mayflower Road, Burlington, 
Mayflower Avenue and 
Stoneham, Mayflower Drive. 

Lynnfield, on the other hand, 
has opted for Maywood Road. 

It is-Lynnfield as well, which 
may have given us the only 
enuine contender for the title 
of a street named for a month: 
October Lane. 

But to return for a moment to 
the question of the seasons: 

As mentioned, every com- 
munity has something named 
for spring or summer, or both. 
The City of Woburn offers 
Spring Court, Spring Court 
Extension, Spring Street, and 
Spring Garden Terrace. 

As for the hotter months, 
Stoneham has both Summer 
and Summerhill and the 10 
communities have three local 
Summer Avenues and six 
Summer Streets — including two 
in Tewksbury, First and 
Second, balm for the heat- 
lovers, bane for the post office. 

When it comes to mention of 
the months in western prose or 


poetry, June fares considerably 
better than it does on local 
street signs. It takes third place 
among members of the 
calendar year, behind May and 
April, for the number of times 
cited in Bartlett's Familiar 
Quotations. 

March appears much less 
frequently, and October least of 
all three. 


But if April is the cruelest 
month — and Stoneham the 
kindest town when it comes to 
naming June Road after New 
England's fairest four weeks — 
a note of disturbance occurs, at 
least in terms of this article: 

Stoneham’s June Road and 
Wakefield’s March Street may 
conceivably have been named 
for something other than a 
month of the year. 

March Street could have been 


named after a local family, ~ 


after all — or a long-ago military 
muster or march — and the 
Stoneham street may have 
involved a pure and simple 
dedication to the developer's 
wife. 

June Road, steep and short, 
seems clearly to be a 20th- 
century newcomer, since it does 
not appear on Robert Gerry's 
map of 1858 or the J.B. Beers 
1878 Atlas of Middlesex County. 
An 1878 bird’s eye view of the 


town, moreover, includes the 
octagon or “round” house 
which overlooks June Road, and 
even some houses in the rear — 
but no June Road. 


, incidentally, 
though the Stoneham Street List 
of 1981-82 includes a family 
named Noone) — and the source 
of its name — along with March 
Street's in Wakefield — may 
remain a mystery. 


So, finally, it would appear 
that the Town of Lynnfield has 
to take the palm, though 
perhaps only by default, since 
that community's October Lane 
is the only street in the region 
which seems unquestionably 
guaranteed to take its name 
from a month of the year. 

And, ultimately, that’s not so 
bad. October, after all, just like 
June, is a fine and special 
month - if not so perfect in the 
eyes of James Russell Lowell. 

Another, less well-known 
poet, Bliss Carman, informs us 
with confidence that ‘There is 
something in October sets the 
gypsy blood astir.”” 

Not a bad concept when it 
comes to naming a lane.

The HCHP Foundation is very 
concerned about the health of 
developing babies as well as the 
overall health of their mothers. 
Cigarette smoking during 
pregnancy has been linked to 
severe problems in the fetus, 
newborn infants, young child 


and mother. Smoking by 
Pregnant women significantly 
increases the risk of spon- 
taneous abortion, miscarriage, 
bleeding during pregnancy and 
premature birth.

An NAR survey shows that in 
‘spring 1987, when rates reached 
an eight- year-low, 88 percent of 
the first mortgages originated 
had fixed-rate terms. Statistics 
for March and April indicated 
that the average interest rate 
for fix: 30-year con- 
ventional mortgages was 8.87 
percent. Those guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration 
averaged 8.63 percent; and for 
fixed-rate loans insured by the 
Housing Ad- 
ministration, the average in- 
terest rate was 8.58 percent, 
Because the interest on fixed- 
rate mortgages is set, lenders 
do not have the flexibility to 
raise the loans’ interest rates in 
the future to generate a higher 
|. So, even when overall 
lending rates are down, fixed- 
rate loans generally carry 
relatively higher interest rates 
than other types of mortgage 
financing, such as adjustable- 
rate loans. During March and 
April, conventional ARMs were 
offered at an average rate of 
7.69 percent. 
“If they can get the house 
they want with a fixed-rate 
mortgage, they all grab it (that 
type of financing,)" said Stan 
H. Sabin, chairman of NAR’s 
Real Estate Finance Com- 
mittee. “If it means they might 
not be able to afford the house 
they are looking to buy, then 
some buyers will turn to an 
adjustable- rate. But 


Generally, 
rates are higher, the difference 
between a fixed-rate mortgage 
and an ARM has a greater 
impact on the monthly 
Payments. For instance, with a 
10 percent interest rate, the 
monthly principal and interest

2 percent annually, to a 
maximum of 5 percent for the 
life of the loan, the maximum 
monthly principal and interest 
payment the loan could reach 
would be about $756. 

However, using a fixed-rate, 
30-year mortgage at a 14 per- 
cent interest rate, monthly 
principal and interest payments 
would be about $810 on a $68,300 
loan. With a 12 percent ARM, 
the same payments on a $68,300 
Joan would be about $703 during 
the first year of the loan’s term. 
The higher interest rates (12 
percent and 14 percent) for the 
ARM and fixed-rate mortgage 
result in a monthly payment 
difference of $107 — sub- 
stantially more than the $63 
payment difference between the 
8 percent ARM and the 10 
Percent fixed-rate mortgage. 

Many ARMs have interest 
rates that are tied to those 
charged for certain types of 
U.S. bonds; others have rates 
that float with other forms of 
investments. Most ARMs are 
available with rate-change 
limits, both periodic and per- 
manent. 


SECOND MORTGAGES AND 
ASSUMPTIONS — A second 
mortgage involves the seller or 
another party lending the buyer 
enough money to make up the 
difference between the pur- 
chase price (minus the buyer's 
down payment) and the first 
mortgage balance. Repayment 
terms on the second mortgage, 
including the interest rate, are 
based on an agreement between 
the borrower and the lending 
party. Usually, second mor- 
tgages have relatively short 
terms, perhaps from five to 10 
years, 


With an assumption, the 
borrower assumes payment 
responsibilities for the first 
mortgage balance, along with 
Payment of the second mor- 
tgage. Currently, VA- 
guaranteed mortgages and 
some FHA-insured mortgages 
may be assumed without 
restriction by buyers. However, 
@ credit review is now required 
for assumers of FHA loans 
either originated or previously 
assumed within two years 
Preceding the borrower's 
assumption date. Lender 
policies vary on assumption of 
conventional loans.
